| Crevasses continue to appear along 
the Mississippi, and the destruction 
of plantations, of crops, and of human 
and brute life, continues.

Arkansas Gold and Silver Mines. 
In 1832-’33 Colonel F. E. Whitfield, 


now of Corinth, lived on Red river. 
Three different exploring parties 
spent days and nights at his home, 
each telling the same story. It was 
an old citizen of Natchez, whence 
they came, had discovered gold mines 
of fabulous richness in Polk and 
Sevier counties, in Arkansas.

Natchez, and the discoverer of the

osits of incalculadle wealth when 
suddenly died. He described 
minutely the place at‘which he had 
gathered gold, but the explorers who 
sought to follow his directions failed 
of their purpose. Now Doctor J. G. 
Lewis, writing from Fulton, Ark., 
says that the silver mines on Rolling
